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Mercury spill 
closes Mail 
Center One

At about 4:30 p.m. Monday, the 
Belleville Fire Department was dispatched 
to a Hazmat situation at Mail Center One 
in the Belle Plaza shopping center, 847 
Sumpter Road, where a package was 
leaking mercury. 

The store was closed off, with a 
Belleville fire engine parked sideways in 
front of it and a crew standing by to keep 
people away, until late in the evening 
waiting for the owners of the store to get a 
professional cleaning company to clean up 
the mercury. 

Fire Chief Brian Loranger said around 
noon on Tuesday that at that point the 
owners of the business had not yet called 
in a company to clean up the mercury and 
so the city condemned the unit, pulling its 
certificate of occupancy, until it is cleaned. 

Chief Loranger said the door has been 
chained shut and nobody allowed inside 
until the mercury is removed. 

When asked if there was a lot of mercury, 
Chief Loranger said any amount is too 
much and he believes it was at least a 
Tablespoon of mercury that dripped out. 

He said someone dropped off this package 
to ship it and when Fed Ex got there they 
said, “No way,” and it all began. 

Apparently something inside the package 
had broken, he said. 

Chief Loranger said the mercury is in 
several different spots in the shop. He said 
it is expensive to clean up, but either the 
owner of the business or the owner of the 
building will have to clean it up properly.

MAFF Exec. Director: ‘We’re at an impasse’

Fred Timpner, executive director of the 
Michigan Association of Fire Fighters, said 
Friday that the union is at an impasse with 
the city of Belleville over the first contract 
for city paid-on-call fire fighters. 

About two years ago the fire fighters voted 
to join MAFF because they felt the city 
was not treating them fairly, said Belleville 
union president Brian Blackburn. 

Ever since then they have been negotiating 
for their first contract. 
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Blackburn said when the Sumpter 
Township fire fighters organized under 
MAFF, it took just two months to get their 
first contract. 

After two years of negotiations, Timpner 
said it looked like there would be an 
agreement in December, but the employer 
backed away from the items agreed upon. 

He said the union filed for binding 
arbitration because “we’re at an impasse.” 
He said MAFF is waiting for the state to 
assign an arbitrator so a schedule can be 
set up. He said they should know their 
arbitrator by the end of January. 

“After two years, we’re throwing our 
hands up,” Timpner said, 

He said the last agreement was taken 
to the mayor in December and it came 
back changed and there has been no more 
movement. 


Timpner said the big item is over the 
wages. He said when the fire fighters get 
called from their homes in all kinds of 
weather and all times of day, the pay of $14 
an hour is reduced to $10 an hour after the 
first hour. 

He said the union wants no reduction 
after the first hour. It’s like the fire fighters 
are punished if they don’t get the fire out in 
an hour, he said. 

“I call these fire fighters our modern-day 
Minute Men, who when they heard the 
British are coming all ran from their fields 
to attend to the British,” Timpner said. 

“These guys drop what they’re doing and 
respond,” Timper said, adding he wishes 
city officials would respond as quickly and 
responsibly as the fire fighters do. 

“None of these fire fighters go into

this to get rich and make money. It’s for 
community pride and to help serve. 

“The mayor should be ashamed,” Timpner 
stated. 

He said the state mediator was on hand for 
the union’s final offer and representatives 
of the employer said they would send it to 
the mayor. 

“They changed it,’ Timpner said, 
explaining when it came back from the 
mayor the reduction in pay had been 
reinserted. 

“There has been no more movement,” 
Timpner said. “We’re done.” 

He said the city and MAFF will split the 
cost of binding arbitration, which will cost 
about $1,000 a day per hearing and includes 
a court stenographer. The sides will split 
the costs of their legal representation. 

He said it usually is about three days for 
the hearing in this kind of case and another 
10 days after that. 

He said the total fee is from $10,000 to 
$20,000, split equally, not including the 
transcript and attorney fees. 

“I’m really proud to represent these fire 
fighters,’ Timpner said of the Belleville 
union. “God forbid the mayor’s house 
burned. These fire fighters would respond 
and fight the fire with the best possible 
service as if it were anyone else.” 

The Independent informed him that 
Mayor Kerreen Conley’s house had caught 
on fire in December 2013 during the first 
year of negotiations and the fire fighters 
had saved her home. 

Timpner, who came into the ongoing 
negotiations last summer, said he didn’t 
know that, but he is not surprised how they 
responded. 

“It goes to their character. Your community 
has every right to be proud of them.” 

Mayor Conley was not available for 
comment since she was in Washington, 
D.C. attending the Conference of US. 
Mayors.

School Supt. 
announces cheating 
on Savage tests 


Although the word “cheating” was never 
used in a letter School Supt. Michael Van 
Tassel published on the Van Buren Public 
Schools web site this week, that’s what he 
described. 

The results of his investigation of high 
M-Step test scores at Savage Elementary 
school, where he grilled teachers and 
students, were sent on to the State and the 
State said there were “testing improprieties,” 
Van Tassel said in his recent, undated 
letter. 

He said the Department of Education 
Office of Standards and Assessment (OSA) 
has invalidated all Savage student scores 
for the 2015 M-Step tests. The Van Buren 
schools will notify by letter parents of every 
child affected, invalidating their spring 
scores, and OSA monitoring will take place 
at Savage for the 2016 testing year. 

According to Van Tassel’s letter, OSA 
praised him and his staff for their “exemplary 
cooperation” in resolving the issue. He 
quotes the OSA letter: “It is unfortunate 
that none of the educational staff in the 
building came forward in a timely manner 
which might have allowed time for students 
to retake the assessments. This aspect of the 
case will remain troubling.” 

No teacher said, “We cheated.” Is that 
because they didn’t? Parents are not going 
to believe this assessment. Savage has 
been forever tainted and many believe it is 
unwarranted -- and the State was misled.

At the Jan. 12 regular meeting of the 
Sumpter Township Board of Trustees, Fire 
Chief Joe Januszyk told about a mutual aid 
call his department had a week earlier. He 
said Sumpter was called for aid by Huron 
Township FD for a mobile home fire in 
Swan Creek community on Clark Road. 

Chief Januszyk said Sumpter fire fighters 
got there first, put everything in place for 
fighting the fire and began fighting the fire 
— before Huron even got there. 

He said they saved three-quarters of the 
home and were able to throw protection 
covers over an antique piece of furniture 
and save other precious articles. 

When board members asked if Sumpter 
gets any pay for this, Chief Januszyk said 
no. When a department calls for mutual 
aid, you go and help without charge and 
then that department does the same for you 
when you need help. 

He said he knows how it is when you 
can’t get enough fire fighters to respond 
immediately when needed because that 
happens to him sometimes, too. He said 
the fire fighter in charge of that mutual 
aid response was Township Trustee Don 
LaPorte and four other fire fighters. 
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The latest kind of scam call has been 
reported by Chuck Cholette of Sumpter 
Township who said a man with a very 
heavy accent has called him twice to leave 
a message saying he is from the Federal 
Grand Jury and he needs Chuck’s help to 
help Chuck. 

Chuck doesn’t think so and neither do I. 
If he was needed, he’d get a subpoena or 
something, not a message on his answering 
machine that he can hardly make out 
because of the accent.

League of Women 
Voters draws about 40 to 
informational meeting

A crowd of about 40 people from 
Belleville, Van Buren, and Sumpter came 
out in sub-freezing temperatures Monday 
night to learn about the work of the League 
of Women Voters. 

The meeting originally was set for 
The Something to Talk About restaurant 
in the former Paula’s location in Belle 
Plaza shopping center, but on Friday that 
restaurant closed. 

Gina Hamilton of The Q Banquet and 
Event Center, next door to the restaurant 
at 879 Sumpter Road, opened her doors to 
the meeting. 

For a new League of Women Voters to 
organize, it has to be mentored by another 
league and the Northwest Wayne County 
chapter is Belleville’s mentor. 

Angela Ryan of Livonia, president of 
Northwest Wayne, and Paula Bowman 
of Plymouth Township, vice president 
of Northwest, were present Monday to 
explain the procedure, along with state 
vice president Christina Schlitt of Grosse 
Pointe. 

Eight people wrote checks for $60 each 
to be members of the mentor league and 
five or six said they didn’t bring their 
checkbooks and will send in their dues 
later. (They explained that the bulk of that 
amount goes to the national LWV and a 
portion to the state LWV, with just $5 going 
to the local unit.) 

The minimum number for a LWV chapter 
is ten, so Belleville is close to qualifying. 

Barbara Miller, Belleville attorney who 
invited the LWV into Belleville for this 
meeting, said she was glad there was 
such widespread interest from all three 
communities and that such insightful 
questions were asked. She said she was 
especially glad that so many people 
joined. 

Schlitt said the LWV will be 96 years old 
next month. It started out as a suffragette 
organization and then when women got the 
vote it switched to working “for providing 
stronger, healthier, more-vibrant education 
on issues and candidates.” 

She said it provides non-political, 
unbiased information for voters. 

Bowman said one of the first things the 
mentor group will do, once the Belleville 
group has 10 members, is to help set up 
voter services for this geographical area. 

That includes voter guides for the elections 
coming up — two townships and the school 
board — and candidate forums. 

Miller asked if the forums will be filmed 
and Bowman said they would. Bowman 
said they hire a young man and he films the 
forums and posts them on a You Tube link. 
It also is available to local cable channels, 
but she said Comcast no longer is very 
cooperative. 

Miller asked how much they paid the

nothing. 

Bowman said when you film a forum you 
don’t feel bad that only ten people showed 
up in the audience because you know others 
will see it later. 

“The league is all about fairness,” 
Bowman said, noting every candidate is 
asked the same question and each has the 
same amount of time to respond. Most 
of the questions come from the audience, 
written on cards, and they go through two 
“screeners,” who take out personal attacks 
and make sure the question hasn’t been 
answered already. Then, the questions 
are handed to the moderator to ask the 
candidates.

reduced number and leave them at libraries 
for pick up by voters. 

Because of state law recently signed 
by the governor there is some question 
whether they will be able to leave these 
guides at libraries, or any other public unit, 
60 days before an election. 

Van Buren Township Clerk Leon Wright 
said there also is a question whether the 
candidate forums could be shown on public 
cable TV 60 days before an election. 

There was a lot of discussion on Senate 
Bill 571 that the LWV believes is an “anti- 
democratic bill” that takes away straight- 
party voting and limits information 60 days 
before an election. 

Bills are being introduced to fix the 
problem and law suits are being filed. The 
LWV believes it will be solved by the 
courts. 

Schlitt said “Making Democracy Work” 
is this year’s national goal for the LWV. 

“This is the worst I’ve ever seen it,’ Ryan 
said of introduction of laws making it more 
difficult to vote. “Rights are being taken 
away and it’s not the time to coast.” 

The local LWVs, made up of volunteers, 
have no offices or phone numbers.

Fire extinguished 
quickly in apartment 
complex hallway closet 


Van Buren Township fire fighters were called 
to a fire at about 2 p.m.

The fire fighters turned 
the scene over to maintenance. 

Chief Besson said on Monday he had yet 
to read the report on the fire because it was a 
holiday and so he didn’t know if a cause had 
been determined. Everyone past the duty crews 
were cleared pretty quickly, he said.

Court Watching: 
Judge Oakley binds over 


Holmes cousins to face 
charges at circuit court

The Holmes cousins, both 17 years of 
age, who were taken into custody after a 
fight at Belleville High School that injured 
a police officer waived their preliminary 
exams before Judge Brian Oakley on Jan. 
13 and were bound over to circuit court for 
arraignments on the information Jan. 27. 

Ahjea Myco Holmes had two charges 
of possession of narcotics, one charge of 
possession of marijuana, and one charge of 
assault and battery for the Dec. 15 incident. 

He was out on $10,000 personal 
recognizance bond. 

Mario Rudolf Holmes, who had been 
incarcerated on $20,000/10% bond, has 
posted the bond. He is charged with assault 
of a police officer causing injury-and assault 
and battery. 

Court-appointed attorney David Lankford 
was representing Mario and he told Judge 
Oakley that he thought they had worked out 
a deal. The prosecutor was willing to reduce 
the charge saying there were no injuries. 

But, the prosecutor won’t allow a waiver 
on the reduced charge and Mario wanted to 
waive his preliminary exam. 

Lankford said Mario qualifies for 
HYTA (Holmes Youthful Trainee Act) and 
probation. The prosecutor had no objection 
to HYTA. 

Lankford said Mario also has a court date 
on Jan. 28 in Ann Arbor. 

On Dec. 15, Belleville Police Cpls. Kris 
Faull and Todd Schrencengost were at BHS 
when a fight erupted in front of them and 
they broke it up and put the young men in the 
patrol car. Then another fight broke out and 
Mario allegedly head-butted Schrencengost, 
who went to a hospital for treatment of a cut 
on his forehead. 

Neither Ahjea nor Mario were students 
at BHS. 

Darick Golden 

Darick Golden, 54, waived his preliminary 
exam on a charge of possession of narcotics 
less than 25 grams in Sumpter Township on 
July 5. He was out after posting $2,000/10%

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bond. Judge Oakley bound him over to 
circuit court for an arraignment on the 
information on Jan. 27. Officer in charge is 
G.E. Salajan. 

Zackary Lynn Middleton 

Zackary Lynn Middleton, 21, waived his 
preliminary exam on charges of operating 
while intoxicated — 3", fleeing police in a 
vehicle, and driving while license suspended 
in Sumpter township on Oct. 8. Judge 
Oakley bound him over to circuit court for an 
arraignment on the information on Jan. 27. 
He is free after posting $7,500/10% bond. 
Officer Steffani is the officer in charge. 

Correy Allan Pfeiffer 

Correy Allan Pfeiffer, 19, is scheduled 
for his preliminary exam on Jan. 20 before 
Judge Tina Brooks Green on a charge of 
assault with a dangerous weapon (felonious 
assault) on Dec. 31 in Sumpter Township. 
Sgt. John Ashby is the officer in charge. 

Robert Kristopher Stilson 

Robert Kristopher Stilson, 26, who is 
lodged on $500,000/10% bond, has his 
preliminary exam scheduled on Feb. 10. 

Stilson is the second person arrested in the 
bloody incident at the Sumpter roller rink on 
Halloween 1914. The first person arrested is 
serving a long term in prison. 

Stilson is charged with assault with 
intent to murder, assault with intent to do 
great bodily harm less than murder, armed 
robbery, and assault with a dangerous 
weapon (felonious assault). 

Stilson’s retained attorney Sheldon 
Halpern asked for free discovery for his 
client who he said is indigent. Wayne 
County Assistant Prosecutor Doug Dwyer 
said Sumpter Township Det. John Toth had 
the evidence he sought with him, but said 
the fee was $97. 

Prosecutor Dwyer said Halpern accepted a 
case on retainer and then asked the court to 
find his client indigent. 

Judge Oakley asked if the court gave 
Halpern time could he pay for the discovery 
and Halpern said he’s leaving on vacation 
toward the end of February and would like 
the discovery now. 

Judge Oakley directed Det. Toth to turn 
over the discovery and they can decide who 
pays for it later. 

Halpern said he will file a motion for 
reduction of bond in a future court session.
